The duchels of 
Terra Nova, who was camera major to the wife of Charles 
II. told her majefty plainly, that the queens of Spain muit 
wot Iook out of the windows of the palace, There hap- 
pened to this princefs an adventure, which, by the for. 
nialities of the etiquette, had like to have occafioned her 
death. The queen was very fond of riding; and feveral 
fine borfes having beea fent her from Andalufia, fhe had 
a mind to exercife one of them; but fhe had no fooner 
mounted, than the proud ileed, beginning to prance and 
caper, threw her off; when her majefty’s foot hitched in 
the flirrup, and the was dragged along to the utmoft peril 
of her life.

Num- 
crous addreffes are continnally prefented from ti ¢ citizens, 
approving of the meafures of Sept. 4. Buonaparte has 
officially approbated them, A great many changes have 
refulted from the late great change: Gen Ernout is ap- 
pointed Minifter of War, Letourneur, Minifler of the In- 
terior, and Lamberchts, Minifter of Juitice. The Direét- 
ory infilts on examining the Clerks in the different Public 
Offices---Meafures of rigor are {till pe:fevered in, A mo- 
tion was made in the lower Couacil for preventing any ¢x- 
nobles from holding any office under the government, but 
no deficion was bad on the motion, Several Bifhrops and 
other priefts requefted their declaration of fidelity and 
fupport to the conftitution thould be received; but a 
member demanding * What they had to do with Bi thops,”” 
the Council immediately paffed to the order of the day. .-- 
Several petitions from returned emigrants, fupported by 
favorable circumftances, requefliag exemption from the 
profcribiag law, was ticated in the fame way. Moreau 
is blamed for dilatorinefs in forwarding the docaments he 
interceped, and it is faid is fulpended. Bouillay, of one 
of the Councils, is writing aa Effay on the Moral and Pol- 
itical Caufes of the Tranfaétions of Sept. 4. Every pre- 
paration is making for boftilities with Germany; fome fay 
they have a¢tually commenced ; The French do not ap- 
pear toexpeQ a compromife, A fort of correfpondence 
fcems {Li!! held between the French and Eogtifh Negotiat- 
ors, tho they would not fuffer the fhrewd Malmefbury to 
remain im France : Hopes are re-produced that the “ dogs 
of war” will be fooa uokenvelled.
